ing, such ru insinuation as Sigma makes, 
is something more than a breach of 
prudence. On the 2Uth instant, a curres- 
pondence appeared ix the Daily Press, 
in which the writer, after having com- 
plained that the accounts of the dis- 
turbance at Canton had been glaringl 
exaggerated, assured us that * the ace 
couut of the disturbance given in the 
Duily Prese of the 19th inst., was 
substantially correct."- ‘Lhis is the‘ 
reason, why to avoid all criticism we 
have preferred to publish the Teport 
given by our morning contemporary, 
especially aa there is enough in it to 
prove that the disturbance has been a 
serious one,-as the editor rightly entitles 
it.

in Canton, and to suppress these false 
reports, the Chinese Authorities have 
done very little or nothing. All these, 
we say, have prepared the way for this 
kind of riot, We might also add tha 
false reports sprend, on. purpose, . of 
pretended victories reported by the 
Chinese upon the Russians, and the 
thousands of pictures spread rbroad of 
Russians with a rope on their necks, 
and dragged by Chinese; against which 
we think nobody has protested, If 
such a thing had been done in Europe 
pevple would have laughed and nothing 
oppened ; but we are in China; and in 
China every nation.is known under the 
general name of foreigners, and when 
one nation is ridiculed, all European 
uations are affected by it. In spite of 
vur not agreeing with Russian policy, 
w® inust confess that Russians are the 
only Europeans of whom the Chinese 
are in dread. Whenever any European 
nation does anything remarkable in any 
place, Chinese say that the Russians aro 
there, Russians in the minds of the 
Chinese are the strongest, and the only 
people to be dreaded. It was not long 
ago that on the mainland, Chinese were 
saying with regard to the falsely report. 
ue Chinese victories,‘ Now that we 
have beaten the Russians, we can easily 
wash away all the others.” The pictures, 
therefore, spread on purpose in the 
province of Kwantung, were telling the 
Chinese people: “ Aa we drag the stron~ 
gest of Buropeans by a rope through hia 
neck, 80 we can easily drag all Euro- 
peans out of China.” 

It is a fact that all disturbances in 
China, including the. awful massacre of 
Tientsin, have been preceded: by falsa 
reports, Wado not know who, we do 
nat ses how, but there. ia always soma 
one at the head of the matter, pulling 
the string bebind the soreen, nnd direct~ 
ing the spreading of false and alarming 
reports against Europeans. We can 
not, therefore, help praising the prompt 
action of the Europeans in Canton, and 
their having exacted and: obtained from 
the Chinese Authorities the publication -

canes, provided ;— 


1. That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Repletration require. 


2. That the letter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 


3. Tuat application was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, the 
envelope boing invariably forwarded with
